In today's new electronic world, there is no pressing need to have an out-moded system 
such as the trade-through rule which should be abolished as antiquated in this electronic age. 
This reform being proposed would, in my opinion, ensure a more competitive marketplace that 
would prevent manipulation and help guarantee public confidence in the trading system. 

I would back the exchange-traded funds pilot program to be expanded as an exemption to 
the New York Stock Exchange listed stock trade-through rule.
